BUDGET BUREAL 
DECLINES TO A 
SAARINEN ARCH 


Turns Down Proposal to 
Lift Restriction on 
Funds for Riverfront 
Memorial. :

WASHINGTON, July 24—The 
Budget Bureau has turned down 
a proposal to remove the re- 
striction against use of federal 
money for the Saarinen arch, 
central feature of the St. Louis 
riverfront memorial project, it 
was learned today. 

“It would not be appropriate 
to make any recommendation 
concerning a change” in the ex- 
isting law, Robert E. Merriam, 
assistant to the budget director, 
wrote Representative Frank M. 
Karsten (Dem.), St. Louis. 

When Congress in 1954 passed 
a bill authorizing a $5,000,000 
federal contribution to the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial in St. Louis, it specified 
that none of the federal funds 
could be used for the contro- 
versial 590-foot arch proposed 
by the architect, Eeré Saarinen. 
Last May Congress appropri- 
| ated $2,640,000 for a start on 
'the memorial. 

In his letter, Merriam said 
the Senate Committee on In- 
terior Affairs had recommended 
the bar “apparently as an econ- 
omy measure,” and this had 
been concurred in by the Com- 
mittee on House Administra- 
tion, which pointed out that the 
cost of developing the memorial 
with the arch would be far in 
excess of thhe Federal Govern- 
ment’s committment,

Replying to reporters, Stas- 

sen would not divulge how he 
‘arrived at the “minus six per 
cent” loss Nixon would cause 
the Republicans. Yesterday, 
| the Washington Evening Star 
carried a poll by Elmo Roper 
_and Associates, headlined, ‘‘Nix- 
on: Saint or Sinner,” indicating 
| that 35 per cent of the Repub- 
|licans canvassed were favor- 
| able to Nixon, 24 per cent un- 
'favorable, 10 per cent uncom- 
'mitted or with mixed senti- 
ments, 21 per cent did not know 
how to describe Nixon and 10 
per cent refused to vote 

The poll taker’s conclusion 
was 

“It id clear that Nixon is 
liked more than he is disliked. 
His greatest asset is that he is 
regarded as loyal to Mr. Eisen- 
hower’'s policies and is, in gen- 
eral, “‘Ike’s man.” At the same 
_time, there is a strong under- 
_current of suspicion about him 
His greatest liability is that he 
is regarded as an overshrewd, 
immature and unscrupulous 
politician. It is apparent that 
he is a controversial character.” 

Stassen apparently was fol- 
lowing the political axiom that 
a vice presidential candidate 
can cost the ticket votes but 
cannot make votes for the pres- 
idential nominee. He observed 
that “it seems probable that the 
negative side of an Eisenhower- 
Nixon ticket may. increase as 
the campaign progresses.” 

Perhaps the most amusing as- 
pect of the Stassen statement 
was his voluntary withdrawal 
from the vice presidential con- 
test. He was a presidential can- 
didate in 1948 and 1952 and 
was a definite prospect for this 
year ff President Eisenhower 
had not decided that his heart 
attack and operation of ileitis 
did not bar him from a second 
term. 

In 1944, he was knocked out 
of the presidential. race when 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey beat 
him overwhelmingly in the Ore- 
gon. primary. In 1952, he en- 
tered the New Hampshire and 
Ohio primaries against the late 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 
Gen. Eisenhower was entered 
in the New Hampshire primary 
as an inactive candidate, and 
| Won. 

| Taft, of course, Won in Ohio 
'but he never forgave Stassen 
for his impudence jn challeng- 
ing him in his own state. 
Several weeks ago a group 
of Stassen supporters of uncer- 
‘tain numbers organized in his | 
behalf. Their efforts were not | 
'taken seriously by experienced 
politicians or political observers. 
Ironic Gesture. 

In his statement yesterday, 
Stassen made an ironic gesture | 
for party harmony when he said: 

“IT have requested those dele- 
gates who have asked permis- 
sion to support my name for the 
vice presidency, and _ those 
young people who have publicly 
expressed such support, sincere- 
ly, but without talking with me, 
to instead support Gov. Chris 

,Herter. I have told them it is 
clear to me that my name, for 
different reasons, would also , 
subtract a very important per 
cent of voters because the ad- 
verse feeling toward me among) 
some within our Republican 
party.

Stassen Influence a Question. 

How much influence Stassen 
will have at the San Francisco 
convention is a question. He 
still considers himself a res- 
ident of Minnesota, despite his 

years in the East, first as pres- | 

ident of the University of Penn- | 
sylvania, and second in Wash-. 
ington. He is not a member of | 
the Minnesota delegation. 

At the 1952 convention, he | 
wanted to make the announce- 
ment of the Minnesota switch 
to Gen. Eisenhower after that | 
delegation voted 19 votes for 
Stassen and nine for Eisenhow-

Russia Willing to 
Help, Envoy Asserts.

CAIRO, July 24 ‘AP)—Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser de- 
clared today .Egypts economy 
is sound and sharply criticized 
the United States for withdraw- 
ing its offer to help finance the 
Aswan high dam on the Nile. 

“We Egyptians will not per- 
mit any imperialist or oppressor 
to rule us militarily, politically 
or economically,” he said. “We 
will not submit to the dollar 
or to force.” 

At the same time Soviet Am- 
bassador E. D. Kisselev said Rus- 
sia is ready to finance the dam 
“if Egypt asks for it” and de- 
clared Soviet Foreign Minister 


Dmitri T. Shepilov had made 
this clear. ' 
“That's what Mr. Shepilov 


said and I am only stressing his 


statement,” Kisselev told re-| 
porters in Mostorod, a Cairo! 
suburb, at Nasser’s inaugura- 


tion of a new Mostodod oil re- 

finery and an 8l-mile pipeline 

from Suez. 

The ambassador accused the 
western press of distorting 
Shepilov's statement at the Bel- 
gian embassy reception in Mos- 
cow Saturday 

(Dispatches from Moscow re- 
ported Shepilov said the Soviet 
is ready to help in Egypts in- 
dustralization, but made plain 
it does not intend at present to 
put up the money for the dam, 
which he described as “not a 
live problem.” 

Reports once circulated wide- 
ly in Cairo that Russia had of- 
fered to lend Egypt nearly all 
the $1,300.,000,000 needed to 
build the dam 

Nasser did not touch on pros- 
pects for Soviet aid in his 20- 
minute speech, but said “if an 
uproar in Washington creates 
false and misleading announce- 
ments ‘that Egypt's economy 
is unsound) .. I say to those be- 
hind the uproar, ‘May your hate 
choke you to death.’ ” 

Nasser’s speech marked the 
first public attack on the United 
States by an Egyptian govern- 
ment leader since he led the 
army revolt which deposed King 
Farouk four years ago. He did 
not mention Britian, which also 
has withdrawn an offer of aid

partment said in announcing 
the withdrawal decision Friday

Job Still to Be Done 


The Panama conference of American pres!- 
dents produced a resounding gesture for hemi- 


spheric friendship, but its practical results await ~ 


the test of the calendar. 

Here was a conference without a working 
agenda, yet with elaborate publicity parapher- 
nalia. The meeting was intended generally to 
demonstrate the friendship of the American re- 
publics through an unprecedeited meeting on 
an equal footing of their chiefs of state. 

The conference did that, with the help of 
President Eisenhower's famed personal touch. 
Taking leave of Washington at a crucial hour 
for his congressional program, and still listed 
as a convalescent, Mr. Eisenhower diligently 
attended the various ceremonies and receptions 


and four hours of final speech-making and sign-. 


ing of a joint declaration. 

Undoubtedly the most constructive suggestion 
of the Panama meeting came from the President 
of the United States. Recognizing that the Amer- 
ican republics are bound by military and politi- 
cal agreements, he urged them to join in a study 
of self-help in economic, financial, social and 
technical fields. 

Once again Mr. Eisenhower stressed the peace- 
ful potential of nuclear science. He spoke of 
“limitless” advances, and indeed atomic power 
could work wonders in under-developed neigh- 
bor nations if it were harnessed there as it has 
not been so far in the United States. 

When the glamor of the presidents’ conference 
has faded a little, however, the peoples of the 
New World may want an accounting. They can 
ask what is being accomplished in the very 
fields which Mr. Eisenhower marked out for fur- 
ther exploration, and the emphasis will be, as it 
long has been, on economics. 

The neighbor republics look to the United 
States for leadership in developing their re- 
sources. We would hardly want them to look 
elsewhere. Mr. Eisenhower recognized this when 
in the 1952 campaign he called Washington's 
previous policy “feeble.” 

He then sent his brother, Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower, on a survey trip, and Dr. Eisenhower re- 
turned with the advice that the overriding need 
of Latin America was for private investment. 
The result was to bend the Administration's 
“trade not aid” theory southward. 

But if private investment was to be the key 
of a new policy, it can only be said now that 
nothing new was added. The results have been 
disappointing. North American investment in 
Latin America has continued to grow, but the 
rate of increase has dropped to about half of 
what it was in the first postwar years—those 
years of “feeble” policy. 

Latin America should, indeed, become a 
neighborhood proving ground for development. 
Its population is expected to reach a half billion 
by the year 2000. Its natural resources and trade 
potential can hardly be estimated. With more 
political stability within, as well as more eco- 
nomic attention from without, the good neigh- 
bor of the past can become @ great neighbor 
in the future. 

But this challenging prospect is too big to 
be encompassed in a policy hinged largely on 
private initiative which does not respond. Our 
Latin American policy has not measurably ad- 
vanced since four years ago when Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said, “Statesmanship can do better 
than that.” 
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Do It Now 


At long last Attorney General Brownell’s 
staff is getting around to having a look at the 
financial monkey business that went on for 
years in the Roy Clippinger “management” of 
the toll bridge over the Wabash river on High- 
way 460. That is the route between St. Louis 
and Evansville, Ind. 

United States Attorney Clifford Raemer at 
East St. Louis has issued a memorandum 
saying that “it is tne considered opinion of the 
Department of Justice that a full scale investiga- 
tion be made as to the possibility of developing 
a case to be presented to a grand jury.” 

However there.is.no need for further time- 
consuming investigation to tide this over until 
after the November election. The Eisenhower 
Administration’s General Accounting Office re- 
ported enough misuse of toll funds to put the 
facts before a grand jury forthwith. Why not 
do it at once? 
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Tito, Nasser and Nehru 

The easy way to look at the statement pub- 
lished by Tito, Nasser and Nehru after their 
meeting in Yugoslavia is to say that in several 
respects it follows the Moscow “line.” For ex- 
ample, the three leaders of India, Yugoslavia 
and Egypt called for an end to H-bomb testing, 
as the Russians have done, and they urged Ger- 
man unity negotiations in ambiguous terms 
which can be regarded as leaning to the Soviet 
side of the dispute 

But it gan serve no useful purpose to turn 
over every- word uttered by these avowed neu- 
trals in the East-West struggle to see whether 
it is labeled “East” or “West.” Until there is 
clear reason to do otherwise, we should assume 
that the nettrals are expressing their own 
views. In that event they would naturally agree 
with Moscow some of the time and with the 
West some of the time. Our concern should be 
not that they always agree with us, but that 
they preserve genuine independence in formu- 
lating their own policies. 

Nehru, indeed, spoke with a good deal of jus- 
tice when he objected to the word “neutral” al- 
together. Usually, as he said, a neutral is a state 
which declines to take either side in war. In 
peacetime the terminology is less appropriate. 
If the West insists upon regarding as unfriendly 
or even hostile any nation which declines to 
join our “side” in peacetime, the result can only 
be to strengthen those elements in the uncom- 
mitted lands which would commit them to 
Moscow. 

Nehru, Tito and Nasser did not organize a 
“neutral” bloc at the Brioni talks. They did ex- 
press some common views which the West 
would be wise to consider with sympathy and 
respect. One of their most important agree- 
ments was on the principle that assistance to 
underdeveloped areas should be channeled 
through the United Nations instead of carrying 
the national label of one of the big powers. 

Cancellation of the West's offer to help build 
the Aswan dam in Egypt makes this proposition 
more important than ever. For that aid was 
withdrawn, pretty clearly, for political reasons. 
Whether the cancellation was justified or not, 
it will probably be interpreted in the underde- 
veloped countries as evidence that political 
strings do sometimes attach to Western eco- 
nomic aid. Undoubtedly they would attach to 
Soviet economic aid as well. Strings of any kind 
will be resisted and resented by genuinely in- 
dependent peoples. 

Yet it remains in the interest of the West to 
aid the economic development of the new na- 
tions in Asia and the Middle East, for unless 
they can build up their economies under free- 
dom they will be sorely tempted to sacrifice

freedom in exchange for the Communists’ blue- 
sky promises of rapid economic growth. The 
Reds, in other words, can win without spending 
a ruble for aid of their own; all they need do 
is prevent effective aid by the West. This is why 
the West must pay serious attention to the neu- 
trals’ request for aid through the United Nations. 
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Stassen Tosses a Bomb 

The biggest piece” of political news in a long 
time is former Gov. Harold E. Stassen’s an- 
nouncement that he favors dumping Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and nominating in his place Massa- 
chusetts’s Gov. Christian Herter as running mate 
for President Eisenhower. 

This is big news because Mr. Stassen is 
not just a private citizen even though he says 
he acted in that capacity. He is a White House 
adviser, appointed by President Eisenhower to 
the post of special assistant on disarmament. 
And although the former Minnesota Governor 
does not say he had White House approval, he 
made a point in stating, at his surprise press 
conference, that he “personally informed Pres- 
ident Eisenhower last Friday.” 

The significance of this lies in the fact that 
President Eisenhower was forewarned. Did he 
ask Mr. Stassen not to come out against Vice 
President Nixon? And if he did. why were his 
wishes so little respected by Mr. Stassen? One 
conclusion seems inescapable: If the Stassen 
Statement is completely without White House 
Support, as Press Secretary Hagerty asserts, 
then the President is exercising a very weak 
control over Republican party politics Only a 
month before the San Francisco convention. 

For public consumption at least, G.O.P. Chair- 
man Leonard Hall promptly commented that in 
his opinion the ticket still would be “Eisenhower 
and Nixon.” But the Hall comment may be part 
of a covering action while a transition operation 
gets under way. Influential Republicans like re- 
tired Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Paul G. Hoffman and 
Sidney Weinberg are reported to have continued 
in opposition to Mr. Nixon even though he had 
seemingly received the White House blessing. 

Last winter President Eisenhower told his 
controversial young 1952 running mate to “chart 
your course.” Mr. Nixon charted himself right 
onto Mr. Eisenhower's coattails. Now some re- 
charting may be in process. It is just possible 
that not everything is cut and dried for the Re- 
publican National Convention.

A Quiet Weekend in the Dugout 

What happened at the highly secret Emer- 
gency Military Headquarters a hundred miles 
or so outside Washington where top ranking 
Pentagon officials were transplanted for par- 
ticipation in the third annual national civil de- 
fense exercises? 

Both the Baltimore Sun and the Washington 
Post reporters who covered this phase of Oper- 
ation Alert commented on the departure of 
most of the ranking officers for weekends at 
home although they were supposed to have re- 
mained at the underground command post. 

The Sun learned that the “24-hour-around-the- 
clock” activities that had been “firmly pre- 
dicted” fell to juniors who served as “isolated 
and unhappy duty officers.” The Post found in- 
formation officers “assuring newsmen that their 
bosses were hard at work and would remain un- 
til midnight Monday” even while the exodus 
was under way. Incidentally, 18 helicopters as- 
sisted in this exodus that took the top officers 
and officials back to their theoretically de- 
stroyed homes in Washington. 

There is nothing much to be learned about 
civil defense from all this but several minor 
matters are quite apparent: the helicopter is 
becoming a most common means of travel: sen- 
ior officers do not have too hard a time even 
in a remote underground hideaway: junior of- 
ficers still catch “duty”: information officers 
just will keep on trying to hoodwink the press. 
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Strange Argument 

An argument used by the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration to defeat the Hell's Canyon bill pre- 
sents a puzzling paradox in White House reason- 
ing. It was argued to Western Republicans that 
they should oppose the Hell’s Canyon bill in 
return for the Administration’s support of their 
Upper Colorado Development Project, James 
Deakin reports. Yet if the example of the 
Upper Colorado Project had been followed, the 
Administration itself would have taken precise- 
ly the opposite course. 

Upper Colorado is a project in the Colorado 
river basin which the Federal Government has 
undertaken because private enterprise wil] not 
or cannot do it in whole. In the case of Hell's 
Canyon, lying in the Columbia river basin, the 
Administration has taken the position that the 
incomplete development proposed by private 
enterprise is acceptable, and even preferable 
to full development by the Government. 

Mr. Eisenhower has often brought up, as an 
objection to TVA, his opinion that it represents 
partiality—that the Government is conferring 
benefits upon the Tennessee Valley region which 
it is withholding from other regions. 

In the Upper Colorado Development project 
Mr. Eisenhower is himself conferring upon the 
Colorado river basin benefits which in the case 
of Hell’s Canyon he is deliberately withholding 
from the Columbia river basin. Here is a 
baffling contradiction of purpose, and it must 
be particularly so to people of the Columbia basin.

It may be inaccurate to say that the civil 
rights bill has been buried, but since it has 
been referred to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, and since the chairman of that commit- 
tee is Senator Eastland of Mississippi, any re- 
semblance to a burial is more than coincidental.

ABCs of County Assessments 

As Supervisor Matthews and other St. Louis 
county officials say “I told you so” and nod in 
benign agreement with a lower court opinion 
holding the state’s 1955 assessment program in- 
valid, county taxpayers ought to keep certain 
facts in mind: 

First: Real estate assessments in the county 
were grossly unfair and inequitable even before 
the State Tax Commission acted, and this is the 
direct responsibility of Assessor Deuser and 
the County Board of Equalization. 

Second: Those inequities were compounded 
when the county, in complying with the Com- 
mission's order, passed out blanket increases to 
everyone, regardless of whether the individual 
taxpayer was over-assessed or under-assessed. 

Third: Those inequities, now compounded, 
still exist in the county's tax structure and they 
will remain there until the county acts to elim- 
inate them by an objective, nonpolitical, parce!- 
by-parcel revaluation. 

Fourth: The county has talked revaluation for 
tHe greater part of a year, but to date not a 
single parcel has been revalued. 

In sum, the county's assessment inequities 
existed independently of the Tax Commission, 
and they will continue te exist until the county 
takes action. The question is: When? =

On the day folowing the Poznan 


riots a decision was announced in 
Washington to increase the exchange 
of people and ideas between East and 
West. 

According to White House press sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty, this decision 
was in the form of approval by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower of a recommendation 
from the National Security Council. 

The National Security Council is not 
an agency of government which does, 
or can, act sudden- 
ly. The recommen- 
dation itself must 
have been pending 
for several days, as 
the problem had 
been pending for 
several months. 

Perhaps one can 
assume that when 
the news of the 
Poznan riots broke, 
the presidential 
Staff decided the 
moment had come 
to extend a signifi- 
cant and most ,.. 
meaningful olive 
branch toward Moscow: To say by the 
sign language of diplomacy, “We do 
not intend to try to capitalize on your 
present difficulties.” 

On the other hand, Washington al- 
ready had issued the customary state- 
ments calling verbally for political free- 
dom in Poland, and acting Secretary 
of State Hoover had asked the Red 
Cross to offer bread to hungry Poles. 
But the statement on East-West rela- 
tions was long-range and meaningful 


It may have been a crucial moment 
and a crucial decision. History alone 
can decide whether it was the right 
one. But we can know the reasons why 
the Government of the United States 
chose to treat the Poznan riots not as 
the occasion for trying to promote revo- 
lution behind the Iron Curtain but 
rather as the moment for letting the 
governments behind the curtain know 
that Washington intended to sit quietly 
on the sidelines and let them work 
out their own internal problems in 
their own way. 

It amounted, if I read these events 
correctly, to a declaration of non- 
interference in the internal affairs of 
the Communist countries. 


The reason for this vastly important 
decision is best illustrated by what hap- 
pened at the one previous moment in 
postwar history when the Soviet Union 
was in a comparable state of vulner- 
ability. 

There is conclusive evidence that the 
moment of Stalin's passing was an 
anxious one for his successors in Mos- 
cow. There is no doubt that they very 
much feared that the Western world 
would seize that moment of their weak- 
ness to launch either a major military 
blow at the Soviet Union, or at least 
let loose an attempted subversion of the 
satellite governments. 

The announcement of Stalin's pass- 
ing was delayed. All military forces 
around the frontiers of the Soviet bloc 
were put on the alert. Air patrols were 
multiplied. Soviet and satellite pilots 
shot first at any plane approaching

those frontiers 
afterward. 
They were victims of their fears. 
Perhaps they suspected us of the West 
of what they themselves might have 
done under reverse circumstances. 


The Western attack for which the 
Soviets braced themselves when Stalin's 
reign ended never occurred. There was 
not the slightest serious thought in any 
Western government of doing such a 
thing. Gradually the men in Moscow 
relaxed, and they have been relaxing 
ever since. 

It was a case where we can say at 
least tentatively that an attitude of non- 
menace paid some passing dividends. 
We know that the Soviet leaders were 
afraid of us. We know that their fear 
subsided when we did not seize the 
occasion of their vulnerability. 

We allowed Malenkov, Khrushchev. 
and Bulganin to work out their rela- 
tions with one another in their own 
way. We allowed a new regime to 
establish and consolidate itself in Mos- 
cow. And eventually President Eisen- 
hower met with the leaders of that new 
regime at “the summit” in Geneva. 


We do not know what are the private 
intentions of that new regime toward 
us, although we do a lot of speculating. 


We do know that up to this moment 
that new regime has been less bellicose. 
less threatening in a military sense, 
toward us. We also know that it has 
relaxed some of the worst features of 
Stalin's tyranny of the peoples under 
the Kremlin's rule. So far, so good, 
although, of course, the long-term 
future is another matter 

This is a background story which has 
since been much studied by Western 
governments. 

It is, obviously, a large part of the 
explanation of what happened in Wash- 
ington after the news came in of the 
riots in Poznan. 

There can be no room for serious 
doubt that there must be great un- 
easiness and anxiety in Moscow about 
the consequences of Khrushchev's poli- 
cies, particularly the consequences of 
his “secret” speech denouncing Stalin. 

The Communist world has no longer 
even the appearance of a monolith. The 
Communist parties in the Western 
world are in an agony of reflection. 
The Communist governments in the 
Satellite countries are beset by a host 
of new problems. Moscow knows. of 
course, that it no longer can control 
either the outside Communist parties 
or the satellite governments as Stalin 
once controlled them. 

This is a moment of great vulner- 
ability for Moscow. President Eisen- 
hower has seized the moment to under- 
line his assurances to Khrushchev and 
Bulganin at Geneva that he never would 
initiate a war against their country. 

This is an experiment in the diplo- 
macy of non-menace. Of course it is a 
gamble. No one can possibly foresee 
its ultimate consequences. 

Mr. Dulles once said, “We can afford 
to let time and fundamentals work for 
us.” The hope is that a policy of “non- 
menace” will allow further change to 
take place in the Communist World. 
One can hope that the change will also 
be helpful, not harmful.

Future of Civilization’s Cradle 
MID-EAST WORLD CENTER—YESTERDAY, TODAY 
AND TOMORROW. planned and edited by Ruth 
Nanda Anshen, Science and Culture Series, 

Volume Vil. (Harper, 386 pgs., $4.50.) 

“Decay and decline have existed in 
the Middle. East for 300 years. Ever 
since the era of Shah Abbas in Persia, 
no significant contribution to culture— 
to philosophy, science, or art—has been 
made by Middle Eastern thought. Shall 
that region which was once the cradle 
of civilization finally become its grave? 
Or is there another destiny for those 
lands which discovered the very foun- 
dations of civilized life on earth? Can 
the great and fecund traditions of the 
Middle East be revivified?” 

These questions are asked by Ruth 
Nanda Anshen in her concluding essay 
in this first rate symposium about the 
political, economic, legal, cultural and 
religious aspects of the contemporary 
Middle East. By and large the con- 
tributors have answered them optimis- 
tically though realistically. The re- 
sulting volume is a highly readable and 
impressive evaluation of that troubled 
region which may be highly recom- 
mended for its intimate picture of past 
glories, present miseries, and future 
hopes. 

* * . 

As in any anthology the quality and 
interest of the contributions vary wide- 
ly. But some may be briefly noted for 
the lucidity with which the authors ap- 
proach their topics. 

Especially impressive are George 
Lenczowski’s analysis of political insti- 
tutions, Charles Issawi’s chapter on 
social and economic conditions, George 
Sarton’s appraisal of Arab science, 
Samuel Hugo Berman's exploration of 
Israel's theological quandary, and Ber- 
nard Lewis's incisive comparison of 
Communism and Islam which 
make pause those who insist that Is- 
lam’s monotheistic character will-act as 
insurance against the Muslim world’s 
being spontaneously attracted by Com- 
munist ideology. Unfortunately, Nabia 
Abbot's feminist diatribe mars the over- 
all scholarly character of the sympo- 
sium, but its impact on the reader will 
be marginal.

If one is to single out any one essay 
for its answers to the basic questions 
posed at the beginning of this review, it 
is that of Majid Khadduri entitled 
“From Religious to National Law” 
which analyzes the process of change 
and forces seeking to transform Muslim 
law from the medieval to the modern 
social order. 

For Islam, more than any other re 
ligion, is essentially a legal system in 
which the life and thoughts of the be- 
liever are uniquely and minutely de- 
fined. Unfortunately, once the era of 
revelation had passed there was no leg- 
islative authority to adopt these rules 
to the needs of a later age, especially 
an age marked first by Western com- 
mercial penetration and later by po- 
litical rule. Reform has come slowly, 
always fighting against entrenched tra- 
ditionalism, and has produced many 
tensions in society. 

A judicious attempt to revise and re- 
vive the legal order may yet be the 
great technique whereby these lands 
will secure their own destiny, pro- 
ject their great and fecund tradition 
into the present world, and avoid be- 
coming a grave of past glories.

IAN FOR IMPROVING 
BROADWAY OUTLINED 


Street Director Says Re- 
building and Repaving Will 
Start This Fall. 


Plans for the reconstruction 
and repaving of Broadway for 
practically its entire mnorth- 
south length were outlined to- 
day to the Board of Public 
Service by Director of Streets 
and Sewers Frank Kriz. The 
work is expected to get under 
way this fall and be completed 
early next year. 

Kriz estimated the project 
would cost $375,780, including 
$250,000 in municipal bond 
funds and $125,780 which will 
be paid the city by the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. to de- 
fray the cost of covering the 
Broadway streetcar tracks. 
Busses are to be substituted 
for streetcars on the Broadway 
line, sometime next month. 

An agreement providing for 
the payment to the city by the 
transit company was approved 
today by the Board of Public 
Service. The agreement re- 
quires the company to remove 
all its utility poles and appur- 
tenances. It also provides that 
tracks between Franklin avenue 
and Chestnut street be main- 
tained because they are used by 
other streetcar lines. 

Kriz told the board that when 
the proposed work on Broadway 
is completed, the city will have 
a thoroughfare of a minimum 
of six traffic lanes. 

Kriz’s plans for resurfacing 
the roadway in connection with 
the covering of the streetcar 
tracks do not include two sec- 
tions that are to be widened 
and improved under the 1944 
bond issue program. These sec- 
tions lie between Dock and 
Angelica streets in North St. 
Louis and between Utah avenue 
and Chippewa street in South 
St. Louis. 

Kriz pointed out that the ex- 
treme north and south sections 
of Broadway already are paved 
over the original cobble stones 

and will not require much im- 
provement. 

He said also that improve- 
ments at the intersection of 
Broadway and Poepping street 
will not be undertaken immedi- 
ately because an overpass to 
eliminate the grade crossing of 


the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
tracks is planned. 


The public service board 
awarded a contract for the re- 
surfacing of Taylor avenue, be- 
tween Duncan and Manchester 
avenues, to the Bridges Paving 
Co., 1337 South Kingshighway, 
on its low bid of $17,700. 


A ‘contract for the repaving 
of Thirteenth street between 
Sidney and Victor streets was 
awarded to the Henry L. Per- 
kinson Paving & Conduit Co., 
132 East Douglas avenue, on its 
low bid of $15,243. 

The board set Aug. 28 as the 
date for receiving bids on the 
widening and reconstruction of 
Morganford road from Holly 
Hills boulevard north to Gra- 
vois avenue. Estimated cost of 
the project, to be paid from 
1944 bond funds, is $200,000.

The child who does 
not love a story has not been born yet. 

Mothers who want to 
eorrect a fault in a child 
have fables close to their 
need. Is a child greedy? 
Tell him the story of the 
greedy dog. Is he likely 
to go along with another 
child too easily? Tell him 
the story of the fox and 
the goose. Is he in- 
clined to call for help 
when he could well help 
himself, or be in no need 
of help? Tell him the boy 
and the wolf story.

THIS WAY OF teaching is accepted by the child. He 
is not pinned to the wall by direct exposure of his fault, 
yet he identifies himself with the central figure of the 
story. There is no need for stressing the moral—indeed 
that must not be done. The story does all the work. 

Older children, especially those brought up on fables, 
will profit by the stories of heroic men and women, by the 
Bible stories, by the historic tales of patriots. We must 
not allow our youth to grow up ignorant of such stories. 
They should be familiar with Patrick Henry's famous “Give 
me libery or give me death” speech. They should know 
about Nathan Hale and Benedict Arnold, about “Old Put,” 
and they would enjoy knowing about the day the leader 
said, “We must beat the Redcoats today or Betty Stark 
is a widow.” 

History is one long delightful story that is made up of 
many, many stories of the men and women who made it. 
Our boys and girls need to know that story so well that 
it becomes part of their thinking. They need to know it 
to be able to look at present-day history with wise eyes, 
eyes full of the wisdom learned out of the past.

ORROWING the idea from 
Bitteix husbands’ workshops, 

several St. Louis County 
women, new to their neighbor- 
hoods, have agreed on an anti- 
dote for loneliness and a po- 
tent prescription for getting 
to feel at home. The custom 
of community old-timers pay: 
ing welcome calls on the new- 
comers is dying out in the St. 
Louis area, they’ve found, and 
the best way to meet new 
friends is to “do it yourself.” 

Brought together by the 
County Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association, 140 North 
Brentwood Boulevard, Clayton, 
the women represent a dozen 
or so states and cities and one 
came from England. Their 
common bond is that they have 
moved recently into St. Louis 
county and have been faced 
with the problem of acclimat- 
ing themselves to 4 new area.

“If we were as outgoing as 
our children, perhaps it would 
be easier for adults to make 
friends in a new setting,” said 
Mrs. Ernest Winters, who mov- 
ed from Springfield, IIl., ‘to 
University City. “If you have 
children and are hospitable to 
their friends from the start, 
you'll quickly make a place for 
yourself in the neighborhood.” 

Another one entered the con- 
versation. 

“Making friends with the 
neighborhood children is just 
as important for those who have 
none of their own as it is for 
the parents. Children can be 
your ‘best public relations 
agents. It doesn’t mean letting 
them overrun your yard, but 
just being friendly and letting 
children know you like them 
will get you in solid with the

Casement Sash Troubles. 

O ONE worries much in 
Novinter about windows that 

don’t work properly because 
in winter the average window 
doesn't get much of a chance 
to work at all—it just sits back 
and takes it easy. In summer,

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on the other hand, a window 
that can’t be opened and 
closed easily is a real pain in 
the neck. 


Many wood casement win- 
dows—those that swing on hing- 
es ltke doors—start acting up ih 
summer and one of the ways 
they act up is to stick. Some- 
times this is because the hinge 
screws become loose but more 
often than not it’s because the 
wood has absorbed moisture 
and has expanded. 

If you can wait until a dry 
spell and then give the window 
a coat of paint, paying partic- 
ular attention to the four edges, 
you may find that things are 
back in working order. If this 
won't do, sand down one edge 
of each sash just enough so 
they can be closed. Better not 
use a wood plane because it's 
too easy to take off too much 

Many casement windows are 
opened and closed by means of 
a little crank that is con- 
nected to the window sash by 
means of a metal arm that 
glides in a little metal slot on 
the sash. If paint or dirt gets 
into the metal slot, the window 
will be difficult to open and 
close or if dirt gets into the 
crank mechanism you'll have 
troubles. These devices should 
be cleaned out from time to 
time and a spot of graphite in- 
serted in the moving parts. 

In some houses the frame of 
metal casements has been 
thrown out of line by the move- 
ment of the house structure. 
Better call in an expert on this 
job because
